Flood H In the South.—L'fiuffresf 


pt-nled to for Aid. 


WASHINQTOX, March 5.—The War De- 


partment continues lo reneive despatches 
from points in the southwest in regard to 
damage from Hoods. - Secretary. Lincoln 
said this afternoon that the losses aud 
consequent suffering exceed any estimate 
yet made. There are urgent calls for a 
greater amouutrof'relief than can bo af- 
forded witbifi the limits of the appropria- 
te to New Vork and 
tion, and these demands, of course, can- 
not be fully met without the consent of 
Congress. The Senators and members of 
the HOUKO from the. afflicted states are 
also in receipt of-urgent telegrams calling 
for an appropriation commensurate with 
the disaster. From Little Hock alone there 
are reports of 12,000 persons made abso- 
lutely destitute, and to feed them even 
until the Hood recedes will require double 
the sum that has been set aside for that 
state from the appropriation by Congress. 
Senator Garland says the municipalities 
and corporations of the state are respond- 
ing liberally, but that they are burdened 
by refugees from the flooded districts. 
He also says the present distress is only a 
beginning, levees being broken in so 
many places that tho impoverished com- 
munities will be entirely unable to repair 
them in time 
to prevent an overflow 


when the Juno rise comes. 
It is also 


feared that under the best .circumstances 
the ground will be iu such condition as to 
delay planting until too late for u good 
crop. 


At ail informal meeting of members of 


Congress from the ailliuled states, held 
this afternoon, for consultation, it was 
resolved to ask for an additional appro- 
priation of $400,000, and a resolution 
will probably be introduced in the House 
lo that eft'ect tomorrow. .A proposition 
will also I e made to ask for an appropri- 
ation to repair the levees at once.

The destruc- 
tion of foreign commerce never has been 
the avowed purpose of the protectionists, 
but, so far as they are protectionists, they 
are inimical to foreign commerce.

removal of our country to

would do it. 
The wall they btu'ld on our 


boundaries is higher than that which the 
Chinese protectionists built to "protect" 
themselves against the Tartars. 
The 


protection policy has driven our ships 
from tho ocean, and our exports are al- 
most wholly made up of unprotected pro- 
ducts. In short, it is only because the 
protective policy is incomplete that for- 
eign commerce is possible.

The Board of Health met at the City 


Hall this morning, all the members being 
present. 
(The special business which 


called them together was to consider the 
questions growing out of the now case of 
small-pox which has made,its appearance 
iii the city. 
The matter was fully dis- 


cussed, aud au ably as it could well be in 
such a board where not one of the mem- 
bers has a medical education or a quasi 
acquaintance with the matter in hand. 
To the best of their ability the Mayor 
aud Aldermen were disposed to guard tho 
public health and throw around the case 
all the safeguards possible. 


The city physician, Dr. H. E. Turner, 


who was present was closely questioned 
ns to whether the late Mr, DePray died 
of the small-pox. 
Though not positive 


it was evidently .his opinion (bat ho did 
not, though he regarded it as among the 
possibilities. 
Dr. Staiiton, who came in 


later and who had charge of the case, was 
quite sure that the symptons were not, in 
general, those of that disease and could 
only say that he died from some unknown 
cause. 
The story in circulation of tho 


appearance of small-pox eruptions after 
dontli were stated by the physicians to be 
totally untrue. 


That Mr. Gladding who laid out Mr. 


DeFray is now taken down with tho 
small-pox is evident to all. It may -or 
not have arisen from DeFray. 
No other 


cases are known to exist in tho city and 
as this occurs iu the immediate neighbor- 
hood of Mr. Barker's late residence, the 
origin remains in doubt. 


It was agreed that the situation should 


lie carefully studied and every precaution 
possible employed to prevent the spread 
nf disease and with this understanding 
the Board adjourned to meet again prob- 
ably tomorrow morning. 


One thing is certain; there is no occa- 


«mn fnv nninVj nr ijnitsnttl alarm. 
So far 


as is known there is but one case of small- 
pox in the city aud that bids fair to be a 
light one. There is no reason to expect 
the spread of the contagion aud no 
foundation for the rumors ou the street. 
Should there be others tho hospital on 
Coasters Harbor will bo brought into 
requisition, and by complete isolation the 
whole matter can bo brought under con- 
trol. 
It is quite possible that the public 


[ good may require such action on the part 


of the authorities aud if so no good citi- 
zen will object. 


Dr. Turner remarked at the meeting 


that there were only two things that will 
afford absolute deliverance aud protection: 
-—complete isolation and repeated vaccin- 
ation. 
Tf necessity requires, let us have 


both. Both the city physician and the 
Board of Health are disposed to do all 
that is possible in behalf of the patients 
and of the general public.

FRENCH STOCK SPECULATION. 


The recent terrible panic on the Paris 


Exchange is paralleled by no period in 
the present century; but toward the closfl 
of the last, financial agitation was the 
rule rather than the exception in the 
French capita!. Between the eud of the 
terror nnd the fall of the directory the 
passion for stock-broking was more large- 
ly developed iu France than in imy other 
country in Europe. From 1795 to 1799 
tbe Bourse du Perron was invaded from 
morning to night by a. crowd of specu- 
lators who trafficked in everything, real 
mid personal estate, hotels, 
fiii'uiture, 


routes and jassiguats, and even 
horses, 


provisions and bric-a-bracx.

and a sidewalk. Brokers used to meet in 
the Rue Beaujoldis. This was what wai 
called the Bourse du Perron. Here was a 
great number of cafes, principally fre- 
quented at tbe hours when tho speculate] 
were tn promtnndf \ aud there was one 
drinking place called the Cnvcnn. into 
which it was notorious that the stock 
brokers used to retreat when they were 
visited by the maledictions of some of 
their clients who had taken their advice 
and lout immense sums..

cocted over breakfasts or dinners in tbe 
KUIall restaurants in tho neighborhood.

Then camo the Madame 
Augot of Mallot, which was followed by 
another comic piece called Madame Angot 
in the Harem at Constantinople, and in 
these two pieces tho heroes of the Ex- 
change were ridiculed and caricatured. 
At the beginning of the century tho 
Bourse du Perron had already disap- 
peared.

those who los« all their rights, and 
those who. lose only a portion of them. 
Those of the first class suffer degradation 
of title or rank; tho marriage rights of 
such a man are broken; his wife may 
marry again; neither his word nor bond 
js of any value; ho cannot sign a legal 
document nor hold any official position; 
bo can hold no property; ho must for- 
ever wear tho uniform of a convict, and 
shavo half his head; he (nay bo flogged 
for no cause without redress, and if mnr- 
dered, the crime would be lightly regard- 
ed. In brief, all his natural and acquired 
rights are stripped from him, and ho 
stands as one without legal existence. 
The second class, after serving a certain 
allotted time, are .free to become colo- 
nists, with tho possession of tho rights 
belonging to that class. 


The localities to which those exiles are 


sent vary according to their crime. Those 
deprived of all their rights go to eastern, 
and those who have partial rights to 
western Siberia. Murderers are sent to 
Kara, and Mr. Lansdel! saw eight hun- 
dred in that one locality, besides those 
confined elsewhere. 
Political prisoners 


arc sent to the same locality, to the traus- 
liaikal district Jmd to tho Yakutsk gov- 
ernment. Vagrants and vagabonds are 
despatched to the far east, to the govern- 
ment of Sakhalin.
